ooden  barrac’:s  for  officers,  nurses  and  onllsted  nen,  noss  halls,  kitchens,  bath-^,^ 
roons  for  oaoh  and  twenty- six (26)  barrac'rs  rith  space  for  1250  beds*  Plunbinp; 
was  installed  whore  \mter  nipos  wore  available,  tables,  chairs,  desks,  closets,  nench^ 
and  tables  for  megs  halls,  etc.,  built  of  such  lunther  as  v/as  available,  means  for 
dar’  enin^  windows  at  ni'^ht  were  iTro'>rided  with  ter  paver,  such  window  frames  as  con-  ^ 
tairied  no  riasc  vanes,  and  but  fow  pos'^essed  them,  wore  covorod  with  'rans lucent 
oiled  fabric; , roads- and  pathways  wore  built  of  rock  and  cinders,  no  duckbovrd  being 
available,  and  the  natural  urainar,e  of  the  aroa  facilitated  by  ditching.  Later  in 
the  month  the  two  bucket  latrinos  provided  for  patients,  30  seats  for  1600  patients, 
proved  inadequate  and  as  but  one  faces  destructor  was  available,  throe  pit  latrines 
were ‘dug,  or  rather  blasted,  the  solid  rock  underlying  the  area  being  covered  by  but 
from  0  to  18 -inches  of  earth.  Tliis  latter  condition  made  the  urine  soakage  pit 
constructed  by  engineers  not  a  soalcage  pit  but  a  reservoir  and  necessitated  the  blast¬ 
ing  of  one  of  such  sise  as  would  accomodate  the  urine  and  fluid  from  feces  destructor 
plant.

C*  Ourlni^,  the  week  boginnlni^  October  1*5 th  the  28  wards  containing,  1260  beds,  were 
filled  and  it  hocarie  necessary/  to  erect  tents,  76  of  the  larquee  tjrpe,  with  a  capacity  . 
of  1260,  were  put  up*  It  night  be  said  that  only  patients  not  oonsidored  seriously 
ill,  without  fever,  were  quartered  in  these  tenths  and  when  serious  illness  develoi^Sid, 
such  a  Case  would  be  transferred  to  a  ward  and  a  convalescent  sent  to  the  tent  in’  ^ 
his  place*  The  total  capacity  of  hospital,  wards  and  tents,  was  2600:  the  f^eatestr^  ' 
number  in  hospital  at  one  time  was  1860*  1^ 

At  first  cots  alone  were  evnllable,'  for  soine  of  which  ticks  filled  with  straw,  for  ^ 
the  remaining  blankets  alone,  one  under  and  two  over  patient,  could  be  provided*  , 

As  fast  as  available  these  were  replaced  with  beds,  mattresses  end  with  the  install-^ 
ation  of  laundry  plant,  sheets*  Until  the  installation  of  the  Centre  laundry,  ^ 
towels  and  such  shoots  as  it  was  nooessari'^  to  use  wore  boiled  in  mess  boilers  and  R; 
sterilised  In  the  steam  disinfector*  With  the  crocticn  of  the  laundry  plant,  all 
beds  for  patients  were  kept  supplied  wi.th  clean  bed  linens*  During  October  the 
supply  of  stoves  was  meager,  one  for  each  ^mrd,  •srf'iich  with  scarcity  of  ooal  and 
character  of  wood,  made  the  heating  of  wards  but  poor*  During  November  and  Dooember 
with  the  arrival  of  more  stoves,  three  wore  allotted  to  each  ward,  giving  all  oom- 

fortable  warmth*  X 

Transportation  facilities  are  scant,  all  available  motors  being  pooled  and  furnished 
whore  a:id  when  needed  most*

doninated;  second,  pVicseene;  third,  both  nustnrd  and  nhos'^one  and  fourth,  c^'l^rlne 
P’88.  Of  these  oirbt  f;as  cases  had  pnGunonia  on*  sd  ai  ssicr ,  T>’e  lar'^r  r'up‘''er  of 
deaths  were  from  seoondarv  Infection,  in  each  case  bronchial  uneiricnia  belnp:,  the 
sequel  of  f'as,  'Yacticallv  all  !?,as  cases  were  susceutil-le  to  attonVs  of  scute 
bronchitis,  often  reauTting  In  su^'-aoute  or  chronic  conditions,  which  did  n- 1 
improve  in  this  climate.  All  of  these  cases,  have  an  unriroductive  cough,  occas¬ 
ional  slirrht  rise  in  temperature,  and  few  or  manv  rales  at  the  hawse  of  both  lunrs 
on  deep  inspiration  or  on  coughing,  A  large  percentage  of  gas  cases  were  from 
time  to  tiiae  atta'^'kod  with  acute  enteritis.  These  cases  were  carefully  studied 
and  the  laboratory  reports  were  negative,  both  as  to  an  identical  organism  or  to 
t'»fPboid  or  -^ara- typhoid ,  and  the  condition  must  he  considered  as  one  of  the  direct 
effects  of  gas  u'cn  the  gastro- intestinal  tract.  Burns  from  mustard  gas  com¬ 
plicated  many  of  these  cases  and  ranged  from  slight  Inirns  to  those  of  great  sevrrity. 
The  most  ^'requent  location  being  about  tho  scrotum,  in  the  bend  of  the  knee,  the 
elhcnv  and  in  the  axilla,  where  the  gas  could  ho  I'Gst  retained  and  where  moisture 
added  to  the  burn.  Conjunctivitis  was  another  severe  complicatloh  which  occurred  in 
nan’'?  cases,  hut  these  cases  rapidly  Iriproyed  when  treated  with  constant  care;  cold 
oorr-nresses  of  boric  acid  solution  and  -with  an  instillation  of  15: -  Arg’',rrol  three 
times  daily.  The  most  '^ar^ed  end  constant  effect  of  gas  was  the  effort- s’'P\dro’ne 
or  ‘  This  feati:!re  ■was  present  "with  all  forms  of  gas  and  continued  throughout 

the  entire  time  as  such  patients  v/er©  in  the  hospital.  These  patients  apparentlv 
UPon  inspection,  shcr,yed  luithihgi ikhnip'rnfLl,  ’■  ut  when  allo-wed  freedom  and  the  slight¬ 
est  exercise,  attacks  of  this  f.A.h,  was  al’ways  apparent,  "Yne  of  theSe  patients 
who  shcp-'/ed  an  effort- svndrome  were  ever  classified  to  he  returned  to  duty  from 
this  hospital,  it  being  the  opinion  of  the  'Ydical  Officer  in  charge  that  such 
cases  showing  tremor,  dyspnoea,  s-wcating  and  tachycardia  needed  frirther  treatment 
and  the'?-  ■were  evacuated  to  that  end.
